With novelists wbo plume themselves 


on their realism a favorite subject of 
study lat.lerly has been tlie feeling and 
conduct of soldiers tinder fire. Pdtient,

Colonel Guilds had 
a new regiment formed in square at 
Resaca de la Palma, arid when tbe Mexi- 
cans opened lire upon it the men began 
to dodge.

Taylor sat by on his borse, ducking right 
and left at every bullet. Said he to 
Childs : "Don't stop the men, colonel. 
Let them dodge if they want to. It's 
perfectly natural, you know." 


Lee's "old 
warhorse." Lieutenant 


General Langstreet, received his baptism 
under Taylor at the same time. He says 
that the first sound of distant firing 
caused him to brace for the ordeal. 
But 


there was a lull before he was brought 
into action, and in order to keep bis 
thoughts from wandering, he took from 
his breast pocket the picture of the girl 
he had left behind. The calm, frank 
face looking iuto his dispelled all thought 
of danger, and he went ahead like the 
man he aspired to be. 


Inquiries directed to the Green Moun- 


tain boys, who made a gallant record as 
lighters, brought forth some response 
which go to the root of this whole ques- 
tion of battleOeld courage. 
General 


Lewis A Grant, commander of the First 
Vermont Brigade, one of the flgbting 
commands of the Army of the Potomac, 
said : 


'It is somewhat difficult to give my 


'first experience under fire,' as I came to 
it somewhat gradually, and became a lit- 
tle used to it before being thrown into a 
severe engagement. And my feelings 
were not the same on all occasions. I 
disliked very much to go into an engage- 
ment, and feared the result, not only to 
myself, but to my command and the 
cause. Generally tbe Drst experience of 
a battle was that of trepidation, but my 
natural piide and feeling of responsibil- 
ity and a knowledge of its effect upon 
the men overcame me. But it some- 
times took all the self-control at my 
command to appear calm and cool. 
But 


this feeling of trepidation never lasted 
long. It never extended through a bat- 
tle." 
— 


Governor Unban A. Woodbury, whose 


mute badge of courage is an empty 
sleeve, recalled bia first experience under 
tire without difficulty, for it was then he 
lost his right arm. Said he: 


"As I emerged from the woods on the 


open field at the first buttle of Bull Hun 
the enemy discovered us and commenced 
firing upon us with solid shot and shell. 
If I were to analyze my own feelings 
I should say I felt a great sense 
of danger, but not much fright. 
I 


had no idea of doing anything else than 
to march straight ahead toward the 
enemy, which I was doing at double 
quick when I received the wound which 
caused the loss of my arm. I realized 
perfectly well » hat was going on about 
me, the troops who were off, and where 
the enemy were posted." 


General Theodore S. Peck, a Green 


Mountain soldier, who has a vaiied ex- 
perience, and was one of Stannard's of- 
ficers, first came under fire iu a cavalry 
charge and skirmish. 


"We were so excited and interested in 


chasing the enemy,"said he, "that there 
was not much fear about it. The next 
time under fire I was thoroughly fright- 
ened at the commencement, but later on 
fright 
disappeared, and the supreme 


thought of whipping the enemy took pos- 
session. I think I never was in a battle 
but I was afraid, and in most of the en- 
gagements it lasted throughout the en- 
tiie time when under flre. While this 
plosieal fear was upon me I had no de- 
fire to leave the Held, but otherwise to 
whip the other side. I am confident that 
I bad my wits about me during all these 
trying times, and was cool enough to al- 
attend to business." 


General W. W. Henry, colonel of the 


Tenth Vermont, received his baptism of 
fire at Bull Kun, with General Wood- 
bury. His chief thought and anxiety 
was to get a sight of the enemy. A 
chance tiew of some wounded men be- 
fore going in shook bis courage some- 
what. He sa,v a shell burst and carry 
away the arm of bis friend and comrade, 
Woodbury. "Thiscausedmetothinktbat 
war was a serious matter," said he, "but 
still 1 kept on, as well as I could, bound 
to see the enemy, and when under mus- 
ketry flre my courage returned." 


Vermont aentout a band of berGreen j 


Mountain boys on horseback, the First 
Vermont Cavalry, one of the elite fight- 
ing regiments of that arm of the service. 
Colonel Myron M. Porter, now of Wash- 
ington, wrote thus of his sins of omis- 
sion and commission: 


"You ask me for a description of my 


first experience under fire. I was really 
too badly seared.to remember just how 
I did feel. 
I remember distinctly, 


though, that I wished myself in any 
other place than that particular fight. 
A 
sickening, 
weak-kneed, homesick 


feeling; a feeling that soon passed away, 
however, when the order to charge or 
fire came. After that the feeliui? was 
one of excitement and anxiety as to the 
result. Dying in a chaige is sublime; 
being killed before the ctiarge is disap- 
pointing und seemingly inglorious. My 
experience taught me that fear always 
preceded the actual fight. It is annoy- 
ii.g 10 be struck when you cannot strike 
bi ck. This is the way I used to feel 
when I was I a boy soldier. Now'I ex- 
pect I would be badly scared under all 
circumstances and conditions. Since the 
war I have beard a number of soldiers 
say that they never felt better than wl.en 
they were under fire or in battle. Such 
a man writes himself down as an ass 
and, if he ever was under fire, it is safe 
to assume that he was a coward." 


In the old town of Plattsburgh, sur- 


rounded by classic memorials of combat 
and seperated by the waters of Cham- 
plain from his ancestral heath, yet with- 
in sight of its emerald bills, was found 
another Green Mountain warrior, Gen- 
eral Stephen Moflit, of the Ninety-sixth 
New York Volunteers. Generaliloffit's 
badge of courage is not an empty sleeve. 
A pair of well-worn crutches and an 
empty trouser leg turned back nearly to 
the hip joint are his souvenirs of tbe 
conflict. Like General Longstreet and 
many others, whom it would be merely 
a repetition to quote, General Mofflt 
found that the best way to avoid show- 
ing off as a coward is to have something 
to Go, no matter how trifling, lie said : 


"You ask me to give my first experi- 


ence under flre; if scared, how much, 
etc.!1 


"I bad my first experience under fire 


near Franklin, Va. We had just enter- 
ed heavy timber after a march of twenty 
miles from Suffolk. Tbe Confederates 
opened upon us from a four-gun battery. 
The flre was hot, but ineffectual. 
Al- 


though the shells flew thick and fast, 
most of them passed over us. At the 
first note of the music of the flying mis- 
siles nature asserted itself, and her first 
law was very much in evidence. Yes, I 
was frightened, thoroughly frightened. 
At once I appreciated the fact that 1 
was trembling, body and limb, and fear- 
ing that nay men would notice any trepi- 
dation I opened my haversack and took 
from it a piece of hardtack and started 
in to munch it. Hardtack was never 
harder or dryer, and how I got it down 
and finally digested it, under the circum- 
stances, the Loid only knows. 


"Did the fear pass off? 
Not until 


tbe last whizzing shell had passed over 
my head. 


"I bad a like experience It every en- 


gagement with but two exceptions." 


Imagination has much to do, and per- 


haps is wholly responsible is eases of un- 
controllable battle fright. Major Orlan- 
do J Smith, of the Fourth Indiana Cav- 
alry, told of an instance of fright exper- 
ienced beyond the reach of bullets. Dis 
regiment moved to Ball's Bluff the day 
after the battle, the men knowing tine 
story of the slaughter. At the mossing 
of the Potomac they saw dead and 
wounded victims of the field, one partic- 
ularly harrowing sight, a corpse rolled 
in a blanket and slung to a pole. Two 
men bore the pole on their shoulders 
with the burden swaying at every step 
Mounting the bluff, the raw Indian sol- 
diers were atationed under the crest, 
with, their backs to the river, a second 
slaughter pen should the enemy attack. 
Distant firing could be heard, and (he 
men were "Bearded with the fear of be- 
ing scared," as the major expressed it. 
On coming under actual flre he experi- 
enced no fright equal to the one due to 
imagination. 


Past Commander Henry H. Adams, 


of Lafayette Post, New York, responded 
for the West as a representaKve of one 
of Ohio's fighting regiments, the One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifty, known as 
the "Opdycke Tigers." 
Mr. Adams 


served as orderly, captain of scouts and 
staff officer. 
— 


"You ask for my experience when I 


was first under fire. I will say that my 
ideas and recollections of Napoleon and 
Murat were vivid, and it seemed as if we 
were to be glorified and not hurt, and it 
was not until warned by a shower of 
shot and shell that I speedily sought 
shelter. This occurred at crossing Lit- 
tle Harpeth river, in Tennessee, when 
our brigade drove out Van Dorn in 1863 
but it waa after having had an object 
lesson given by the carnage of one or 
two fighls and the anguish of the wound- 
ed that I realized the fear of entering in- 
to an engagement. 


"My second experience will please you. 


I was marker at the head of the division, 
which was marching gallantly. We ap- 
proached Chattanooga, and suddenly we 
ran upon an ambuscade, where the 
enemy was massed, and a volley was de- 
livered which frightened me out of my 
wits, and I suddenly found myself 
crouching behind my horse in the road, 
in full view of my command, playing the 
coward, 


"However, iu a moment, recovering 


from this situation, I mounted my horse, 
but wished I were at home, and I felt 
that I would sacrifice every patriotic sen- 
timent I ever entertained if I could only 
be out of that scrape. However, what 
seemed lo be a month was probably only 
one minute, when General Harker gave 
me orders to retire from the exposed 
position." 


The soldier is stimulated by the uni- 


form of his calling, the sense of tbe 
power of the armament of which he is a 
part, and his elbow touch with men he 
dopes are bi aver thau himself. It is pos- 
sible to be caught in a position where a 
show of cowardice would end uncomfort- 
ably for other reasons than disgrace and 
shame. 
A new Western story-teller, 


Walter Juan Davis, tbe hero of an en- 
counter with the savage OJeronimo, was 
asked how it felt to be pounced upon by 
a baud of Apaches. 
Davis was a United 


States surveyor in Southwest New Mex- 
co whan Geronimo left the Mexican 
sierras and ravaged tbe border settle* 
menta in 1880. He was armed, as were 
his Mexican helpers, but none of the par- 
;y had been under fire, Mr. Davis tells 
lis owe story: 


"We had run something more than 


a half mile, in our foreign efforts to es- 
cape the. fiends that were bearing down 
upon us, and now, dead fagged, we stop- 
ped at the crest of a little knoll to fight 
as we might and die as we had to. It 
would be silly for me to say that I was 
not frightened, for I was in a perfect 
chill of fear, which became almost :.mk 
panic when a bullet, from the first fire of 
the Apaches, sang its peculiar, blood- 
hunting song within six inches of my ear. 


" 'On, God. to die like this in this far- 


away plain,' I said lo myself, as the cold 
wave swept over my face and brought 
out the goose pimples. The next instant 
I was as hot as a stove. 'The infernal, 
bloody beasts of hell!' I shouted, and in 
another tone and another mood, 'We'll 
get a few, no mailer what they do to us.' 
And as I pulled up my carbine and blaz- 
ed a«ay at theoii-swooping line of devils, 
1 glanced about me and found that all 
my little parly were with uie, shoulder 
to shoulder, and this glimpse of their dus- 
ty faces and haid-set looks showed me 
that tlioy, loo, had passed from fright to 
fury." 


General Nelson A. Miles' answer to 


the question was as follows : 


"Concerning the effect of being under 


fire for the first time, I can say that the 
first battle scene was inspiring and ex- 
hilarating, and I do not remember that 
it produced the least trepidation—noth- 
ing like as much as the effect afterward 
in some more sanguinary engagements, 
when we had learned to realize the ser- 
ious effect of the enemy's fire." 


General Sickles said: "Before the ball 


opened I lelt shaky, but soon recovered 
and had too much to do to think about 
danger. I was a colonel at that time. 
The higher the rank the more responsi- 
bility, and the man in the line with little 
to do except wait for the enemy to shoot 
at him is in the most trying position of 
all." 


Differences iu details with agreement 


in essentials is true of battlefield emo- 
tions. These fresh talks of war-woru 
heroes bear out that statement. 
Some 


men would have dodged on all occasions 
but for tbe fact that arrant cowards 
didn't allow occasions to repeat them- 
selves. They went home or to Canada. 
AH men dodged on some occasions, and 
in so doing saved their lighting vim for 
the hour when it would tell. Sherman 
hit the rule that obtained throughout the 
army, when schooling Cameron's High- 
landers under their "baptism of fire"— 
his own, as well—at Bull Run. When 
bullets and shells began to tly the High- 
landers very naturally ducked their 
heads. Sherman told them to keep cool, 
as there was no use in dodging, for when- 
ever the sound of a bullet or shell was 
heard the danger was over. Besides, it 
didn't look well in soldier. The words 
had barely left his lips when an immense 
shell came with Ha murderous "ka- 
swish! ka-swish!" a few feet above his 
head. Down went Tecumseb until he 
lay prostrate along his borspa shoulders 
and neck, and when he arose again it 
was with a very red face, softened by a 
smile. Very much fimused that a preach- 
er should be so weak in practice the kilt- 
ed Highlanders let the General know it, 
and "Uncle Billy" let himself down eas- 
ily by saying: "Well, boys, you u.ay 
dodge the big ones " 


Marking; Hit! Gettysburg- Field. 
The Gettysburg National Park Com- 


mission, consisting of Colonel John P. 
Nicholson, Major William Muck Hob- 
bins and Major Charles A, Richardson, 
has made a report to the Secretary of 
War of a year's progress in marking and 
making easily accessible to all visitors 
that historic battlefield. The commis- 
sion was created by Congress for the 
purpose ot preserving the features of the 
battlefield as they existed at tbe time of 
the battle, to make all its interesting 
points accessible by good roads and to 
ascertain and carefully mark the posi- 
tions and evolutions of both the contend- 
ing armies. So far as the Union troops 
are concerned, much of this work had 
already been done by the survivors of 
the several commands and by the differ- 
ent States. This confined the work of 
the commission chiefly to fixing and 
marking the positions of the Confederate 
troops and the United States regulars. 


The road making consists of construct- 


ing Telford roads along the Confederate 
and Union lines. These avenues are 
known as Seminary avenue, Confederate 
avenue, United States avenue, Hancock 
avenue, Sickles avenue and Slocum ave- 
nue. Of these, United States avenue 
traverses the field from east to west be- 
tween the Union and Confederate lines, 
and the others follow the respective lines 
of battle. Seven and three'fourths miles 
of this Telford road have already been 
constructed. 
Two sections of Confed- 


erate avenue have been delayed until 
condemnation proceedings will give the 
commission control of the necessary 
land. Five sections, aggregating nearly 
three miles of this avenue, have been 
completed. 


The position of the troops and batter- 


ies is being marked by monuments and 
guns, two guns to each battery, like 
those composing the original battery, 
but mounted on iron gun caniages, 
closely resembling the old wooden ones. 
Tablets of irou will mark the position of 
•ach battery and each command of in- 
fantry and cavalry, a work requiring 
•reat care and deliberation. 
The com- 


pletion of this work awaits the acquire- 
ment of the needed lands. The avenues 
ire enclosed with a neat fence of iron, 
capped locust posts and galvan'zed iron 
railings. AH stone fences and walls and 
breastworks existing at the time of the 
battle are beiug carefully restored. See- 
;ions of forest which have been denuded 
of trees since the battle are being restor- 
ed by planting and fjve steel observator- 
es, affording commanding views of the 
entire field, have been erected. 


This recital of what the commission 


haa done and is doing very clearly indi- 
cates that when its work Is completed 
the Gettysburg battleflHld will be an 
open book that can be known and read 
uy all future generations. The location 
of the two lines of battle and the smaller 
commands composing each will be dis- 
iinct'y marked and every part will be 
easily accessible by smooth and durable 
drivewavs. Not the least of the com- 
mendable features of the commission's 
work is its absolute impartiality. Con-, 
federate and Union positions are treated 
alike, the sole object being to restore tlie 
>atlleBeld so that tbe descendants of 
those who fought there may to all gen- 
erations visit the seme of I heir fathers' 
sanguinary strnztle on this memorable 
flilil— Phila, Times,

Although the distance is four hundred 


and fifty miles from Gettysburg to Salis- 
bury, a city, as they call it, in about the 
center of Xort.li Carolina, it is seemingly 
but a step. One leaves Gettysburg about 
four o'clock in the afternoon and arrives 
in Washington about eight. Fiom there 
the train over the "Southern'' starts at 
eleven o'clock, arriving here at eight the 
next morning ; so that the trip occupies 
in actual traveling only about thirteen 
hours of time. 


From Danville, Va , where it began to 


grow light, I bad opportunity to notice 
the character of the country, in which I 
saw on this trip, as well as on previous 
ones, several indication JOf improvement 
Ten yeais ago this was without question 
a dreary looking country, and even now 
it is very- rough as compared with our 
own, but there is now more land uudei 
cultivation and there are indications that 
the crops are better. The wheat looks 
much liner now than I have seen it in 
five trips down here, and the corn stub- 
ble indicates a good crop the past season. 


J am told that a gentleman who owns 


a large tract about twelve miles froni 
this town has his land in such condition 
lhat he raises generally thirty bushels ol 
wleat to the acre. His land is worth 
about twenty-five dollars, whereas much 
can be bough tat from five to ten per acre. 


I observe also the more general use of 


paint and white-wash than formeily, and 
m this town many new and handsome 
buildings. 


These southern towns are much dif- 


ferent from most of our own. 
Here the 


business places are all together, compar- 
atively. 
From the centre square the 


business places are on the four main 
streets; extending from a square to a 
square and a half out. 
I do not remem- 


ber of having seen a store of any kind at 
auy other place. The balance of the 
'own, which is very large for the popu- 
lation, about six thousand, is made up 
of residences,som8 of which are, I would 
imagine, beautiful places in the summer 
tiuie. Most of the residences have about 
them large lawns with handsome old 
trees and many (lowers. The people are 
characteristic southerners, with their 
well-known hospitality; which I have 
noticed on the part of all with whom I 
have come in contact. 


I came here for the purpose partially 


cf hunting birds, which are very plenti- 
ful. Two years and one year ago I came 
for (he same purpose. The first time it 
snowed for several days; last year it 
lained for several days; this yeai I no 
sooner got here than, what they call a 
bliziMrd, struck us. My friends the hun- 
ters will appieciate what this mea.is 
Tins 
veur 
especially are partridge-' 


abundant. 
Yesterday we went rabbit 


hunting, in the snow, with u, hilf dozen 
hounds, and they ran across r.ive large 
covies of birds in the course of an hour. 
We did not undertake to hunt them, as 
the hounds were not foi that purpose, 


I have noticed a number of empty to- 


bacco houses, and theaDsencecf tobacco 
stubble. The explanation, I am inform- 
ed, is in the grip which the Trust, the 
American Tobacco (Jo., bason the whole 
tobacco business. They have so depress 
fd the price that the growing of tobacco 
is no longer profitable except on the very 
large plantations, most of which are con- 
trolled by this corporation. If thia ia the 
correct explanation it. is a very great 
raisfoituue, in that tha farming business 
H crippled here as elsewhere. Cotton is 
selling at 0 1)0. iu which there is only a 
very small profit, if auy. 
These two. 


cotton and tobacco, were formerly the 
money-making crops. They raise here, 
1 understand, usually about ten bushels 
of wheat per acre and about thirU to 
forty of cora. 


Although tobacco manufacturing is 


dead, this town is pushing ahead with its 
cotton mills 
There are several ot them 


here, each of which employs about live 
hundred hands. The town has an excel- 
lent water system, and the Citv Council 
H now thinking of pi.ttiuir up AH electric 
light plant. On every side I s,ee imlica 
lions of a verv iiiateri.il advancement. 


They have heiv a National Cemetery, 


in which are buiied about 11,000 bodies ; 
one of the largest in the country. It is 
b ainifully situ-.ted and elegantly kept. 


Recently the large Southern liailwav 


repair shops have been moved to thii< 
place, which adds considerably to the 
population. 


The roads about here are made entire]} 


of dirt, and I anticipate that when this 
.xnuw, about six inches, melts they will 
be sanmtliiuc awful, but I suppose the 
tx'oplo are accustomed to them. The} 
are not accustomed, however, I would 
judge trom tne few remarks I have 
heard, to cold weather. Very Sew ot 
tiie houses have cellars, most of them 
being built on piles, and the floors are 
taerelore very cold. I am iu hopes for 
fie people's sake, as well as for my own. 
that the conditions of the weather will 
scon change. The colored people are 
especially unprepared for such weather, 
as their houses are not well built, and 
many >-r them are poorly clad. 
But in 


warm weather they ate the most con- 
tented people on earth. 
Lust winter one 


of tht:i> took great pleasure in showing 
me his two-hundred pound hog, in wliic: 
be considered himself quite well iixei 
financially. They woik when they havi 
to, and then only. But I am glad ti 
notice iu their ciicuuistances a seemin} 
improvement.

In hip forthcoming annual report, which 


is now readv for the printer, Secretary of 
the Navy Herbert will recommend large 
appropriations for battleships and torpedo 
boats, the manufacture of a supply of re- 
-ervo guns and trie purchase of a large 
amount -of powder and projectiles. 
He 


will also submit tl)» outlines Df a plan of 
general reorganization of the naval per- 
sonnel and urge that the enlisted force be 
increased by at least a thousand men. 
The growing necessity of a large navy and 
the ad visibility of adding several more 
big battleships to the nation's sea force 
will be a strong feature of the report 
It 


will be pointed out that the country ia 
still far from strong in its navy, and that, 
safety and prudence demand that the fleet 
be enlarged and that the armored fighting 
vessels and torpedo boats be constructed. 


The situation in India causes grave 


concern. 
Lord George Hamilton, Secre- 


tary of State of India, in what the news- 
papers declare a remarkable speech, has 
admitted that 72,000,000 are now affected 
or threatened with dangerous scarcity, 
though it is thought the government has 
some prospect of coping successfully with 
the situation. The unusual action of the 
Kupsian newspapers in appealing for sub- 
scriptions for the relief of the Hi tides is 
received here with considerable suspicion, 
especially as it is suggested thai; the Rus- 
sian Government should superintend the 
buying and dispatch of grain in India 
The newspapers hint that the mainspring 
of such action is more likely to be found 
in political than in charitable motives.

Off Beef Cuttle for 
Market. 


Perhaps on general principles twelve 


to twenty-four months is long enough to 
keep a bullock profitably. Aa the value 
of beef cattle of the same quality varies 
considerably during eash year, a well- 
kept, Ileshy, yearling steer or heifer will 
yield ? much larger amount of money to 
the owner at that age, than the same 
would months afterwaid, with its in- 
creased growth. 
Hence the advantage 


of keeping stock all the time in condi- 
tion, ready to take advantage of these 
varying circumstances. This cannot be 
done if we attempt to follow the ancient 
custom of growing before fattening and 
finishing our cattle for the market. Rich 
and strong grain need not necessaiily be 
fed in quantities that would be detri- 
mental to later growth, should we de- 
cide to carry our cattle beyond the two- 
year limit, and at the same time enough 
can be fed to have them ready and de- 
sirable to the slaughterer and perfectly 
satisfactory to the consumer. When the 
market price and other circumstances 
demand longer feeding, careful and ju- 
dicious precautions in selecting stock 
will insure a continued growth and im- 
piovement, to repay all the food and 
caie we bestow, although we may safely 
calculate that less gain, as a rule, will 
come as a greater age is attained. 
Cut 


as an offset to this loss, there is general- 
ly a better demand and advanced price 
tor the more matured bullock, than 
there is for one of less age and feeding. 


The final effort in fattening for the 


market need or ought not to occupy a 
great length ot time. If the bullock 
has had such attention as to insure the 
proper and steady development we are 
seeking, and sucb condition of flesh has 
been secured as to be in fair shape for 
butcher at any time, and an additional 
season of fattening is desired, one hun- 
dred to one bundled and fifty days is 
long enough. Give during this time, or 
as soon during this period as we have 
brought our cattle safely to the point, 
all the grain of any kind that is avail- 
able that they will consume, and pasture 
or other similar feed with the graiu. 
The best plan in my experience, when 
tall feeding, is to place the giain in a 
suitable position and allow constant ac- 
cess to it. This plan requires less labor, 
and the food is then partaken at such 
times as the appetite demands it, in 
such 
quantity 
as 
nature indicates. 


Minute details of any particular method 
or fancy scheme of feeding 1 have piu- 
posely avoided, for each breeder must 
supply them by intelligent attention 
Every animal disposed of m a thui-llesh- 
ed condition is at a loss to the producei, 
while by well-managed woik in increas- 
ing growth and quality, it would insure 
a profit. Theu there will be a.n evener 
distiibution of fat and a great improve- 
meut in quality.—WILLIAM T. TAV- 
i.ou, an Ohio Feeder of Long Experi- 
ence.

Good Horses on the Farm. 


The generally accepted idea that any 


old plug is good enough for the farmer, 
has done sufficient harm and ought to be 
exploded. The best horses are usually 
sold, and as a consequence, the average 
iarm animal is an ungainly, unsightly, 
unprofitable creature. Buc even if good 
liorses are kept, theie is a great lack of 
adaptability. 
The unwieldy Clyde or 


Shire is hitched to the buggy or light 
wagon and made to do duty as a travel- 
er. He usually bears a greater resem- 
blance to an elephant than a trotter. 
Xot only is he unsightly and awkward, 
but much time is wasted. A good trav- 
eler will easily make eight miles an hour, 
while it will take a heavy horse twice 
that time. It is hard on the horse, for 
be is wholly unfitted for that kind ot 
woik, which is no disparagement to the 
heavy breeds that are not intended for 
roadsters. 


Xow it is a comparatively easy mattei 


to have cue or two good roadsters on 
•every farm, especially when horses are 
so cheap. Do not attempt to have an 
exceedingly light animal, but select 
what would be termed a medium coach 
liorse. He must have good action and 
possess the bottom or stamina for which 
trotters are noted. It will hardly be 
advisable'for the average farmer to pur- 
chase a blooded animal, but if he has a 
few moleiately light mares, well form- 
ed and good movers, and will breed 
them to a trotting stallion of good bone 
and quid disposition, he will usually be 
satisfied with results. The light team 
will be heavy enough to do much of the 
work of the farm and will not be a lux- 
ury, but wben put upon the road will 
make a quick trip, greatly to the satis- 
faction of the owner. Tbe light horse 
will feel no inconvenience, while the 
heavy one would be exhausted.

The JBiirnl School Problem. 


Tbe country school problem is not 


btiug ignored by educators. Tbe great. 
National Kducalional Asaoeiation with 
its thousands of members, compribijig 
the best teachers of all kiuds of schools, 
baa takau up tbe mral school question, 
and uext summer at the auniml meeting, 
a committee of. experts will report cm 
the matter 
Lastsummerthe Ametican 


Institute of Instruction devoted a good 
deal of nine ami talent to this branch of 
school work. Thme is more interest in 
the subject among prominent men and 
women thdii ever before. 


One of the hardest knots in the rural 


school problem is how to get money. A 
great many country districts are uow 
taxed to their utmost. Many of them 
need more money in order to have better 
schools, and tnere is just one way to get 
the money, and that is to have tbe Suite 
provide it,. It is a fauc not geneially 
kncmu that the State ot California, sup- 
ports all her schools from the State luiid. 
You can see at once what a power for 
good that provision is lo the uiral 
schools. 
The smallest l.uoi district 


school stands oil a level with the groat 
city schools. Let farmers mark this 
well that the larger the territory from 
which school moneys are drawn, the bet- 
ter for the countiy schools. The little 
distiicts which have to bear heavy bur- 
dens ot taxation for the support of very 
poor schools, ought to be abolished and 
the town system substituted. Theu the 
whole town, at least, 13 taxed for all the 
schools, unless some wretched law 13 
concocted like the incorporated district 
system, winch lets the, villages laise 
school taxes and maintain schools inde- 
pendent of til? fanning part ot the 
towns. Farmers should woik in SUte 
legislatures with this m view : ihe town 
system instead of the district system, 
and laige areas taxed toi schools. Then 
in addition to this, they should seek to 
have expert supervision, with tbe sal- 
aries of tbesupervisois paid by the State. 


We cannot have good rural schools 


without good teachers, and we can find 
no easier way to secure both good teach- 
ers and good schools than by having sup- 
eiinteudeutH or supervisors who thor- 
oughly understand their business to 
watch over the schools. The great suc- 
cess ot the schools of Massachusetts is 
owiug to the fact that she employs com- 
petent supervisors tor her schools. A 
town is ordinarily too small tor oiie per- 
son to supervise, a county too large. The 
happy mean is when two or more towns 
unite so as to employ a supeivisor for 
each 40 to 50 or mote schools. The girls 
who go into country schools to leach 
need help m mai'V ways. A teacher has 
many diiliculties, and not the least often 
is lack of sympathy, of good counsel, of 
words ot encouragement. There are 
plenty to find fault, very fevv to give 
wise cnticism and advice. This is the 
nork otthesupeivibor, who should know 
what good teaching i.s, and how to help 
the teachers to do their best for the 
schools. Thousands of dollars are paid 
out tor schools which accomplish almost 
nothing m the way ot leally sducUing 
the childien. The gentle village gill 
teacher gets on quua well with the little 
ones in the summer terms, but when the 
big boys come in the winter, with no 
idea ot the value of education, beut only 
on having a good time, tormenting the 
lite out of the teacher so far as lies in 
tueir power, that B where a strong arm 
is needed. Country communities do not 
realize the value of good schools, do not 
know how to secure them by (Hmuess 
with their own children, or by doing 
that which makes for peace in the neigh- 
borhood. One v.oik of the supervisor 
13 to awaken the interest ot towns and 
communities in education, help to de- 
velope the school spirit, and tone up peo- 
ple in their ideas of what a good school 
is. 


But education is not everytning ; the 


education furnished by the schools is 
much ciiticiaed in the farm papers, and, 
perhaps, justly. To me, one of the 
greatest drawbacks to iatrulifeis the 
fact that, as a rule, when farmers' chil- 
dren get old enough Lo go to a high 
school, they must leave home at great ex- 
pense, and too often go where they are 
educated away from the farm. The far- 
mer desires tn have his children well 
educated, he is willing to lose their help 
just when they get to be of the greatest 
service; if he is at all well-to-do, he will 
gladly give the money for their higher 
schooling. But the high schools and 
academies are nearly all in laige towns 
and cities, and it often results in leading 
the young away from the farm. With 
the town system and a high school in 
eveiy town, many of these difficulties 
are met. The young people can board 
at home, drive to school, and the cost rf 
tuition is no more for the high school 
than the common school, that is, it is 
only the taxes. The short term and 
winter courses in the agricultural colle- 
ges are a wonderful help to sons of far- 
mers—.).
